Police said further investi- 
gations are needed, however, to 
determine “whether the Diet 
members actually received the 
money.” 

Police said the “election gifts® 
came to light in the confessions 
of Hideo Shimada and Elichiro 
Miyashita, both former stand- 
ing directors of Zenkoren (The 
National Federation of Agricul- 
tural Purchasing Cooperatives). 

Both Shimada and Miyashita 
are now under arrest. 

Police said the “gifts” —given 
during election campaigns for 
the Lower House election in 
Feb. 1955, and the Upper House 
election in June, 1956—had been 
paid out of a “hidden fund” of 
some 100 million yen. 

Shimada reportedly named as 
the recipients 13 Socialists, four 
Liberal-Democrats, and _ three 
Ryokufukai .members, 

Shimada also confessed, po- 
lice said, that Zenkoren donat- 
ed blackmarket dollars to some 
Diet members prior to their 
overseas journeys. 

The Diet Policy Committee of 
the Socialist Party yesterday 
avowed that the Metropolitan 
Police Department had released 
the names of 13 Socialists in 


an attempt to bring “political” 


pressures to bear on the So- 
cialist Party. 

The party has set up a special 
committee to conduct a sepa- 
rate investigation of the Zen- 
koren scandal. 

Socialists demanded at the 
’ Representatives Budg- 
et Committee yesterday that 
the Government makeé an inter- 
im report to clarify the scandal 
case, because suspicion ‘has 
fallen on many Diet members, 
Justice Minister Umekichi Na- 
kamura replied that he would 
try to comply with the request. 

However, 
“far-fetched” the Socialist 
charge that the police released 
the names of Diet members out 
of “political motives.” 

Socialists also asked whether 
reports were true that two 
Cabinet ministers are implicat- 
ed in the Zenkoren case, Prime 
Minister Kishi said. however, 
that the matter is still under 
police investigations. He has 
received no report yet, he ad- 
ded.

Afro-Asians Warned 
Against Excesses 


A seasoned Japanese diplomat, 
who witnessed Japan’s with- 
drawal from the League of Na- 
tions and its entry into the 
United Nations as a Japanese 
delegate on both occasions, yes- 
terday called upon the newly- 
risen Afro-Asian nations to ex- 
ercise “utmost moderation” in 
asserting their independence 
and nationalism. 

Naotake Sato, Japan’s chief 
delegate to the U.N. at the last 
General Assembly session, warn- 
ed that extreme racialism that 
animates some of the Afro- 
Asian countries could have 
grave Consequences on world 
peace. 

Sato, speaking at the monthly 
luncheon of the America-Japan 
Society held at the Industry 
Club, said Asia and Africa still 
need much guidance from the 
West in economic and techno 
logical matters, 

Sato retraced Japan’s modern 
history, from its emergence 
from a feudal past to the wars 
with China and Russia, with- 
drawal from the League of Na- 
tions, another protracted war 
with China, World War II and

LONDON (INS)—Specula- 
tions were sparked Friday 
that the Russians may have 
made a large-scale error in 
their test explosions of 
nuclear weapons in Siberia. 
The speculations resulted 
from Hongkong reports that 
the Chinese Communist au- 
thorities in Peiping warned 
the millions of Chinese living 
in North China to beware of 
radioactivity caused by the 
Soviet nuclear blasts. These 
reports said. the danger area 
stretched from Manchuria to 
the Sinkiang Province in 
western China. The reports 
noted that this was the first 
time that the mainland Chi- 
nese have been told of Soviet 
nuclear tests during the pres- 
ent worldwide -

U.S. Urges 
Space Arms 
Be Banned 


LONDON (INS)—The United 
States proposed Thursday a ban 
jon outer space weapons. 

American disarmament dele- 
gate Harold Stassen told the re- 
convened disarmament confer- 
ence Thursday the U.S. is will- 
ing to agree the race for mastery 
of outer space should continue, 
but with international agree- 
ment including control and in- 
spection arrangements. 

He said this was desired to 
prevent the development of 
weapons for use outside the 
earth’s atmosphere, 

American sources said such 
an agreement would “nip in the 
bud” the perfection of any outer 
space intercontinental missiles 
which might be a real threat to 
the United States. 

The U.S., unlike Russia, is al- 
ready beyond the range of po- 
tential enemy intermediate mis- 
siles.

off.

HONGKONG (AP)—A_ Thai 
Airways official said Friday

Unacceptable: Israel 

JERUSALEM’ (AP)—A_ For- 
eign Ministry official said Fri- 
day the new Egyptian Suez plan 
is unacceptable to Israel. 

He said freedom of passage 
through the canal is vital to 
Israel and “we shall vigilantly 
pursue the securing of this in- 
alienable right.” 

The spokesman reiterated that 
Israel intends to try to send a 
test ship through Suez but that 
it is a question of timing. He 
said Israel has no intention of 
sending a test ship before de- 
tails of operating the waterway 
are clarified or while negotia- 
tions were under way. The offi- 
cial confirmed reports that the 
United States three or four 
weeks ago urged Israel to “act 
with prudence.” 

The Foreign’ Ministry - official, 
speaking with reporters, said Is- 
rael saw no reaBon to take the 
Suez dispute to the International 
Court “since the Security Cotun- 
cil already has decided we can 
go through.” 

He said the Israeli Govern- 
ment has not received any com- 
munication from the United 
States regarding the movement 
of the 6th Fleet to the Eastern 
Mediterranean nor a request to 
enter Israeli territorial waters. 


Britain Approving Terms 

LONDON (AP)—Britain 
Thursday night was reported 
ready to acknowledge Egypt's 
terms for running the Suez 
Canal—but only under .protest 
pending new talks fora’ final 
settlement. 

Qualified informants said the 
British decisions were taken at 
a 105-minute meeting of Prime 
Minister Macmillan’s Cabinet. 

The Government also decid- 
ed that British ships. should

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP) 
—One of the leading atomic ex- 
perts in the U.S. said Friday 
radioactive fallout from 
bombs that reaches the strato- 
sphere will spread over virtual- 


10 years. 

But he said at the present 
rate of explosion of H-bombs 
and A-bom the amount of 
Strontium 90 (fallout poison) 
soaked up by human bones in 
the next 50 years will be only 
a fraction of what they can 
safely take. 

This data was released by Dr. 
Willard F. Libby, a member of 
the official U.S, Atomic Energy 
Commission, in a speech here 
before the American Physical 
Society. 

He said that on the average, 
people have lately absorbed 
about as much of this deadly 
material beyond what they 
normally received from the sun 
and soil, as if they had been 
lifted 400 feet above sea-level. 

He explained that any human 
obtains regularly some radio- 
active material in his body from 
cosmic rays and other normal 
activity of nature, and it in- 
creases at higher altitudes 
where they feel more effect of 
sun’s rays.

After you have decided on 
the breed you want you have 
another choice of whether to 
get a male or a female. The 
female has much in her favor 
and one thing against her is 
that her mating season may be 
expected about every 26 weeks. 5 
During these periods, which 
last, as a rule, about 21. days, 
she must be confined or other- 


misalliance. The male may be 
described as constantly being 
“in season” since there is in- 
variably a female “in heat” in 
the neighborhood. Because of 
this, he is a roamer, and must 
have his activities restricted or 
be confined. 


Some authorities are quick 
to agree that the female has a 
more quiet disposition, is more 
affectionate and more. devoted.

| A reputable dealer should sell 
the dog with the understanding

health, and sell the dog subject 
to the condition that the animal 
will retain its present state of 
health for at least seven days 
from the date of sale. . 


Find out from the dealer or 
owner whether the puppy has 
been wormed and consult your 
veterinarian if future wormings 
are necessary. Find out if the 
puppy has been inoculated 
against distemper and if so, the 
type, number and dates of inocu- 
lations.

Drugs to Prevent 
Heart Attack Seen 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
By The Associated Press 
CHICAGO — Drugs holding 
promise of preventing heart at- 
tacks now are in a second 
stage of testing, scientists re- 
ported last Thursday. 


They have passed their first 
test on animals. The second 
step is trials on human tissues. 

hey are chémicalg which in 
animals show ability to prevent 
or dissolve the artery plugs 
causing heart attacks. One class 
of these drugs is salts of vana- 
dium, a heavy metal. 


The work was described to 
the Federation of American 
Societies of Experimental Bio- 
logy by Drs. Daniel L. Azarnoff, 
George L. Curran and William 
P. Williamson of the University 
of Kansas Medical Center. 


Heart attacks come because 
arteries supplying blood to the 
heart machine become narrow- 
ed or blocked by plugs of fatty 
material. A main element in 
these plugs is cholesterol, a fat- 
like material, which is found in 
foods, and which the body pro- 


duces. 
Feedi vanadium salts to 
animals has depressed natural 


production of cholesterol, Dr. 
Curran and associates have re- 
ported. The vanadium drugs 
also apparently could dissolve 
away some plugs which already 
had formed. 


A next question is whether 
they could reduce cholesterol in 
humans safely. 


The Kansas researchers told 
of making such tests on some 
types of human tissue which 
produce cholesterol. 


Normal brain tissue doesn’t 
manufacture cholesterol, they 
said. But they find some types 
of brain tumors do make it. 


So bits of brain tumors re 
moved during surgery are kept 
alive in test-tubes. With this 
set-up, various drugs can be 
added to learn how effective 
they are in stopping the manu- 
facture of cholesterol. 

Drugs that show effect, and 
which appears safe, could then 
be tried on humans suffering 
from the cholesterol plugs, or 
persons running seemingly high 
ris!:3 of getting coronaries from 
such plugs.

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The Suez Canal 


Egyptian proposals for the future of the Suez Canal 
would appear to be reasonable if it be conceded that Egypt 
ought to have complete control of the operation of the 
waterway and of the tolls paid by shipping for its use. But 
this is just what the Western Powers are reluctant to con- 


cede. 


Egypt is insisting on running the nationalized canal 
herself but she says that she will accept international arbit- 
ration in case of disputes with the users. This acceptance of 
the principle of arbitration is, of course, a considerable con- 
cession which could be made of real practical value in the 
future and, in a letter to U.N. Secretary-General Hammarsk- 
jold, Egyptian Foreign Minister Mahmoud Fawzi claims 
Egypt's declaration is consistent with the six principles ap- 


proved by the Security Council last October.

But the declaration is unilateral and not open to signa- 

ture by other nations although it is being deposited with 

_ the United Nations Organization. The fact that it is mere- 

ly a declaration on the part of Egypt has naturally given 

rise to fears that at some future date Egypt may alter it 

and lay down unilaterally fresh, and more onerous, condi- 
tions for the use of the canal. | 


Back of the issue lies, of course, President Nasser’s in- 
sistence that the Suez Canal is “an integral part of Egypt.” 
This, we must presume, carries the implication that Egypt, 
by mere exercise of her sovereignty, can dispose of the 
canal as she likes. The declaration rejects entirely Western 
demands for international control or management of the 
canal and a 50-50 split of revenues but it does show on the 


face of it a disposition to cooperate with users. 


“The Gov- 


ernment of Egypt is looking forward to continued coopera- 
tion with the nations of the world in advancing the useful- 


ness of the canal,” it says. 


“To that end, the Government 


of Egypt would welcome and encourage cooperation be- 
tween the Suez Canal Authority and representatives of: 


shipping and trade.” 


However, the Western Powers, particularly Britain and 
France, remain greatly concerned about their oil supplies 
from the Middle East and, although they may temporarily 
accept the Egyptian proposals and use the canal on that 
basis, it is almost certain that they will try to reduce depen- 
dence on the canal in the future as much as possible. Means 
to that end, in fact, are already being taken. The canal may 
consequently decline in importance and become of less 


value to Egypt. 


; 


We cannot, of course, say what influence the debate in 


the Security Council on the 


Egyptian plan may bring to 


bear on the situation but it seems that a unilateral declara- 
tion such as that produced in Cairo is not enough to create 
a permanent solution of an issue that affects so many na- 


tions. 


Some international seal should be placed upon any 


agreement that can be reached and Egypt would be wise 
to recognize this aspect of the matter. Mere depositing of 
the declaration with the United Nations cannot give it the 
force of an agreed international treaty. 

So far as Japan is concerned, there is nothing in the 


Egyptian 


lan which need cause alarm but it has to be re- 


cognized that Japan’s case is different from that of the 
West European countries in that any trouble in regard to 
the operation of the canal would not menace her cil supply. 
Japan, however, hopes to increase her trade with countries 
access to which is best obtained by the use of the canal 
for the transit of her shipping. This country’s great desire 
is for tranquility in the Middle East, and an ordered in- 
crease of commerce in that area, and any reasonable settle- 
ment of the Suez Canal issue which will assist in helping 
these things forward will be acceptable. 


There should be no discrimination against any nation 
with respect to use of the canal. It seems unfortunate that 
Egypt is still seeking to prevent Israeli ships from using 
the waterway and is disposed to exclude the use of certain 
currencies in the payment of tolls while designating speci- 
fically others. Indeed, an unprejudiced observer might won- 
der why so much turmoil has been allowed to arise over 
the canal, seeing that it is certain that it can be of little 
value to Egypt unless other nations use it and it is always 
advisable to have one’s customers satisfied. We hope for 
real international agreement on this issue in the near 


future.

Asahi Shimbun endorsed 
Prime Minister Kishi’s Upper 
House Budget Committee state- 
ment in which he said that it is 
inadvisable for this nation to 
ess nuclear weapons in view 
of Constitutional stipulations 
and that Japan cannot allow any 
other nation to bring nuclear 
weapons here. The paper re- 
gretted, however, that Defense 
Agency Chief Kodaki had put 
forth a contradictory argument 
saying that possession of nu- 
clear weapons does not in every 
case constitute a violation of the 
Constitution. Japan’s Atomic 
Energy Basic Law, it pointed 
out, restricts the study, develop- 
ment and utilization of atomic 
senergy for peaceful purposes 
only. Even if Japan receives 
American nuclear weapons for 
defensive purposes, it will still 
be a violation of the Constitu- 
tion, it said. 


Mainichi Shimbun took spe- 
cial note of the nation’s increas- 
ing imports seen in the Finance 
Ministry announcement Thurs- 
day. The paper surmised that 
this’ trend will last for several 
months in view of the value of 
letters of credit opened for im- 
ports during the first 20 days 
of this month. It said Japan's 
foreign currency reserve will 
decrease to below the, $1,000 
million danger line in the not 
so distant future. This will 
eventually lower Japan's credit 
standing in the world and, the 

aper said, the Bank of Japan 

as taken counter steps by 
tightening loans to trading 
firms. 


Yomiuri Shimbun said it is 
premature to try to reach im- 
mediate conclusion as to how to 
curb the active imports.

Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) commented on the Gov- 
ernment plan to have the 
youths of the nation’s farming 
and fishing villages undertake 
the job of reconstruction in 
their localities. Although the 
idea is not bad, the paper said, 
it is doubtful whether the plan 
is proper as a Government 
relief measure to ease unem- 
ployment among the young peo- 


ple of the farming and fishing | 


communities. It regretted that 
the plan has not clarified 
whether the Government in- 
tended it to be applied to the 
eldest son of families or to the 
younger ones only who are hav- 
ing difficulty in finding employ- 
ment. The objective of such a 
plan, it said, must be for the 
latter and the Government 
must try to give them perma- 
nent jobs. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) dis- 
cussed the neck-and-neck race 
between a Tory and a Socialist 
candidate during the Upper 
House. by-election in Osaka Pre- 
fecture which ended in a vic- 
tory for the conservative candi- 
date. The paper attributed the 
defeat of the Socialist candidate 
primarily to the lack of unity 
among labor organizations. Dur- 
ing the Upper House election 
held in July, 1956, the paper 
said, a Socialist candidate re- 
ceived 252,041 votes and another 
labor candidate 178,522 votes. If 
the rightist and leftist labor 
groups had been united, the 
paper said, the latest by-election 
would have resulted in a Social- 
ist victory. Other reasons for 
the Socialist defeat, it said, were 
the mmunistic attitude of 
the Socialist Party and the 
spring labor offensive. 


The Small Business Bill 


Draft Law Designed to Boost Minor Enterprisers’’ Interests Disputed 


A Dill currently 
in the Diet is the center of a 
heated controversy because of 
its far-reaching significance to 
the economy of the nation. 

‘Called the Small Business Or- 
ganization Bill, it was introduc- 
ed to the House of Representa- 
tives early this month and is 
now in the hands of the Lower 
House Commerce and Industry 
Committee. 

The proposed measure, in 
short, is designed to improve 
the lot of Japan’s small busi- 
ness people, who number about 
20,000,000, including both em- 
ployers and employes. 

Although the bill was tech- 
nically presented to the na- 
tional legislature by the Govern- 
ment it is an outcome of a 
strong pressure brought to bear 
on the government and the rul- 
ing party by an interest group. 

This group is the Chusho 
Kigyo Seiji Renmei (Small 
Business Political League) or 
Chuseiren for short. 

Chuseiren was created a year 
ago by Gisuke Ayukdwa, the 
prewar business tycoon who 
bossed the gigantic Manchurian 
Heavy Industry Company and 
was held at one time as a war 
crime suspect at Sugamo. 

Ayukawa and his colleagues 
maintain that the Japanese 
laborer amd farmer have both 
benefited measurably since the 
war from newly enacted laws 
designed to promote their in- 
terests. The farmer, for _ in- 
stance, was favored by the 
IL-nd Reform Law and he has 
been exempted frém_ business 
tax for several years. Japan’s 
workers on the other hand, 
have been favored by protective 
labor laws since the end of 
World War II. They have to- 
day the right to organize and 
bargain collectively as well as 
considerable social security. 

Aim of League 

The same cannot be said 
about another major segment 
of the population—the small 
businessman, his champions 
point out, though his produc- 
tion, sales and services account 
for more than one-half of the 
total. economic output of the 
country. 

It is to fill this void, there- 
fore, that the Small Business 
Political League was brought 
into existence, according to its 
organizers. 

The organization cannot be 
clearer about what it aims to be 
and do, As stated in its pro- 
spectus itself, Chuseiren is a 
“political pressure group” de- 
dicated to the furtherance of the 
interests of Japan’s small busi- 
ness. 

In other words, Chuseiren 
to small business is what So- 
hyo is to labor, as Chuseiren’s 
Officers explain it. 

More specifically, the Small 
Business Political League pledg- 
ed at the time of its inaugura- 
tion to strive for 1) strong or- 
ganization under law, 2) greater 
financial aid, 2) abolition of 
business tax, 3) and social sec- 
urity for small business, among 
other things. 

It also aims at capturing at 
least 10,000,000 of the 20,000,000 
small business population as its 
members. 

To Band Together 

As a means for achieving 

these ends, Chuseiren brought 


pressure to bear on the Govern- 
ment and the _ Liberal-Demo- 


cratic Party to work out a bill 


for preseniing it to the Diet. . 

Small business’ enterprisers 
are defined by the bill in ques- 
tion as those employing fewer 
than 300 persons in the cases 
of the manufacturing, mining 
and transportation industries, 
and fewer than 30 in the cases 
of commerce and service enter- 
prises. 

Under the proposed law, such 
small businessmen are to form 
associations by areas and by 
the fields of enterprise, in théir 
own interests. 

Of course, such trade organi- 
zations .do exist today through- 
out the country according to

Membership Free 

An association of merchants 
or of manufacturers may be 
formed in a certain area, if more 
than one-half of the enterprisers 
who meet the réquirements. set 
by the law become its members.

When the membership of an 
association becomes larger than 
three-fourths of all the eligible 
enterprisers within the same 
arez, however, the association 
can ask the Minister of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry t> 
order non-member enterprisers 
to join the group. 

There is still another power- 
ful implement provided by the 
bill for small business enter- 
prisers. That is, an association 
can ask the ITI Minister to issue 
orders regulating the business 
or industrial activities of any 
“outsider” if such activities are 
considered to work against the 
interests of members of the asso- 
ciation. In this legal context, 
the term “outsider” means not 
only a small business man who 
is outside an association but a 
big enterpriser as well. 

Furthermore, when an associ- 
ation of small business enter- 
prisers desires to conduct collec- 
tive bargaining with other in- 
terests, e.g. big enterprisers, 
the latter are obliged to “re- 


under study terms in the laws for protect- spond in good faith,” according 


to the Dill. 

If approved by the Diet, the 
bill with these features will 
prove a mighty booster of in- 
terests for the small business of 
Japan. But unavoidably, ob- 
jections to such a legislative 
plan have arisen in various 
quarters. » 

Big business, in the form of 
the Federation of Economic 
Organizations, for instance, has 
put counter-pressure on the 
Government and .-the Liberal- 
Democratic Party in an éffort 
to kill the bill. 

Consumers’ Voice 

Voices of apprehension have 
also been raised by consumers, 
as articulated by such represen- 
tative groups as the Federation 
of usewives Associations. 

In order to weigh merits and 
demerits of the Small Business 
Organization Bill, the Lower 
House Commerce and Industry 
Committee held a public hearing 
last Wednesday. 

During the session, an official 
of the Federation of Economic 
Organizations expressed a fear, 
felt among its members, that the 
proposed measure will “throw 
the existing economic order into 
turmoil.” 

On the other hand, a leader of 
the Federation of Housewives 
Associations pointed out ele- 
ments in the bill, which “pro- 
mote collusion between govern- 
ment agencies and business and 
industrial circles.” 

Because of the mounting o»- 
position to the pending measure, 
its sponsors this week were not 
entirely optimistic about its pas- 
sage through the Diet during

Rise of Party Functionary

VIENNA—Analysis of per- 
sonnel changes in the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry and the So- 
viet diplomatic service over 
the past year reveals a con- 
certed effort to place the execu- 
tion of Moscow’s foreign policy 
more and more in the hands of 
Communist Party functionaries. 


An influx of party officials in- 
to the Foreign Ministry career 
service and key diplomatic 
posts was noted shortly after 
Nikita Khrushchev’ became 
party chief following the death 
of Joseph Stalin in 1953. This 
influx, it is now.clear, rep- 
resented the initial stage of a 
well-planned campaign to re- 
place top career diplomats with 
party stalwarts, 


Khrushchev himself is far 
outdoing Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko as a Soviet 
spokesman on foreign affairs, 


Time was, not long ago, when 
Vyacheslav Molotov was not 
only Moscow’s Foreign Minis- 
ter and verséd diplomat but its 
principal spokesman on foreign 
policy as well. He also had a 
hand in the formulation of that 
policy. 

Khrushchev, however, now 
declares that the duty of the 
Foreign Minister is “only to ex- 
ecute the policy already made” 


by the Presidium (formerly the | 


Politburo) of the party’s Cen- 
tral Committee. First to head 
the Foreign Office under this 
thesis was Molotov’s immediate 
successor, Dmitri Shepilov. He 
is a “party man,” in fact, he 
was Khrushchev’s chief party 
ideologist, but hardly .a paragon 
of diplomatic experience, 


In the.person of Andrei Gro- 
myko a. skillful technician 


in foreign affairs has now mov- 


ed into the Foreign Office. But 
he is in the position of an ex- 
pert thoroughly surrounded by 
party men. 

Gromyko’s two first deputies, 
for example, both rank high in 
the party apparatus. Vasily V. 
Kuznetsov is a prominent mem- 
ber of the Central Committee 
and Nikolai S. Patolichev for- 
merly was first secretary of the 
party in Byelorussia. 


A similar party penetration 
can be seen at the next level 
of the ministry. Two of the 
four top members of the minis- 
try’s “collegium,” or chief ad- 
visory organization, are high- 
ranking party functionaries. 

. The two are Leonid -F, 
Tlyichev and I. K. Zamchevsky. 
Ilyichev, who is the ministry s 
press spokesman, was 4 lead- 
ing party propagandist before 
his appointment to the ministry 
last September, coming from the 
Leningrad party apparatus. He 
now heads the miner yg ee Bande 
European departme c 

of affairs in. Hungary, Albania, 
Bulgaria, Rumania, Yugoslavia 
and Greece.

In Iran, for example, Anatoliy 
I, Lavrentyev, a career diplo- 
mat, has been replaced by 
Nikolai M. Pegov, a party stal- 
wart. And in Japan, the new 
ambassador is Ivan F. Tevosyan, 
a full member of the Central 
Committee since 1939 and be- 
fore that a member of the party 
control, or disciplinary, com- 
mission,

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Keyaki Avenue 


Throughout the Kanto area 
there are many giant keyaki 
trees, a kind of elm, sometimes 
attaining a height of more than 
100 feet and 30 feet around. 
Many old families still have 
great keyaki planted by their 
ancestors several hundred 
years ago. There are also sev- 
eral magnificent keyaki avenues. 

The greatest keyaki avenue 
in the country is at Okunitama 
Shrine in Fuchu, Tokyo. The 
shrine dedicated to Okuninushi. 
a mythological deity, is also one 
of the oldest shrines of the 
country, having been erected 
during the reign of Emperor 
Keiko (71-130). thousand 
keyaki trees were donated to 
the shrine by Minamoto Yoriiye 
in 1062 in celebration of his suc- 
cess in conquering the northern 
district. Thus the Fuchu keyaki 
avenue is 900 years old. 

There now remain about 80 
of the giant trees forming an 
avenue in front of the shrine. 
They may not be those original- 
ly planted by Yoriiye, as keyaki 
trees were also donated and 
planted there by Minamoto Yo- 
ritomo and Tokugawa Ieyasu. 
Thus they are at least 500 or 600 
years ald. 

It is also said that Tokugawa 
Ieyasu encouraged the planting 
of keyaki, as this tree produced 
great timber required in con- 
structing palaces, fortresses and 
bridges. Even today keyaki 
wood is much used in house con- 
struction and for making 
various furniture because the 
wood is hard and has a fine 
grain. 

There are other keyaki ave- 
nues in the Tokyo area. One at 
the Kishibojin Temple, Zoshi- 
gaya, was planted in the Tensho 
Era (1573-91). The road lead- 
ing to the Meiji Shrine is lined 
with keyaki. Some are planted 
in front of the Hibiya Public 
Hall. At Harumi (Shiba) and 
Asagaya many kéyaki trees 
have been planted recently. 

Not only do keyaki grow tall 
but as its roots go down as 
much as its height above the 
ground, it can withstand even 
big typhoons,
